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WINDSOR RACING FORMFUL 

WELL-BACKED HORSES FIGURE PROMINENTLY 
IN RESULTS AT CANADIAN COURSE. 

Denham Scores in Canadian Handicap in Easy Fash- 
ion— Question Mark Wins for His New Owner 
— McCahey Pilots Trio of Winners. 



Detroit, Mich.. September 1. — Tin* return of warm 
weather resulted in increased attendance at Wind- 
sor this afternoon. The association provided an 
attractive card of seven races, from which keen 
racing resulted. A majority of the purses were 
taken by well-backed horses and the public had no 
cause for complaint. 

The feature race, the Canadian Handicap, for 
Canadiau-breds, proved easy for Denham. This good 
racer lias rounded into the form he displayed a couple 
of years ago and it will take a pretty good horse 
lojheat him just. now. In today’s race he shoulder'd 
Ilir» iHHinds. made all of his own pace and won in a 
canter. McCahey took him in hand rounding the 
tirst turn and for the remainder of the trip had him 
under slight restraint. At the beginning of the 
afternoon McCahey threatened to sweep the card. 
He rode the first three winners and as some of his 
other mounts appeared to have a chance they had a 
large following. 

Question Mark, which changed hands twice after 
his easy victory on Tuesday last, came back with 
another good i>erfonnance in the selling handicap, in 
which he scored in runaway fashion. He was in for 
$1,500 today and the halter men did not liotlier him. 
.Inst now Question Mark is as good a horse as ever 
lie was. Jockey Wilson had a stout bold of him most 
of the way in today’s race and at no time during 
the running was the result in doubt. 

The best lotting race of the afternoon was the 
third, a mile dash for three-year-old maidens. Like in 
all races of this sort there were several supported 
* 'good things.” Heavy support developed for My Fel- 
low and Emerald Isle. The latter, a fine-looking filly 
by Adam — Irish Reel, was making her maiden ef 
f*>rt. She is owned by Harry Payne Whitney and 
ran in the colors of A. Simons. As report bad it 
that she liad shown a trial of half a mile in 47, 
there was plenty of backing for her. My Fellow, 
^however, was the real "good thing.” and all of the 
rbig operators had the report. Rumors of heavy 
* <-om missions elsewhere lent encouragement to those 
who fancied My Fellow’s chances, and the lx>oks 
were loaded up. The result of the support accorded 
these two enabled the backers of Outlan to obtain 
lil>eral odds. The latter on form looked like the next 
thing to a cerfliinty and he won in a canter by five 
lengths from San Bernito. which made the early 
pare. My Fellow dropped into third place, while 
Emerald Isle was beaten off. The latter evidently 
did not run her race. 

Thirty I>»rty. a colt that Max Ilirsch purchased a 
few days ago from AllH*rt Simons for $100, created 
surprise by winning the fifth race. Thirty Forty 
nPmhI a gruelling drive in game fashion and coming 
from behind in the stretch beat Congressman James 
a length. 

.T. B. Resjiess. who has been bothered quite a hit 
by the lialter men in Canada this summer, retaliated 
by claiming Vredud out of the sixth race. Wet- 
land c<*st Mr. Respess $1,575 and some considered 
him cheap at that figure. In the closing race, Sam 
Louis advanced Montgomery to $000. William Garth, 
who is handling tin* Hildreth horses, protected and 
bought in Montgomery. Montgomery ran kindly and 
when called on rounding the far turn drew away iuto 
an easy lead. 

John Hachmeistor dropped in from Kentucky this 
morning. He is here in the interests of the stakes 
to be run during the fall meetings at Churchill 
Downs and Latonia. These stakes will close tomor- 
row ami many of the horsemen were liberal with 
their entries. 

Some owners have announced their intentions of 
shipping from here to DufferJn Park, Toronto, at the 
conclusion of the meeting. Among them are Her- 
man Flippen. Edward Trotter, Martin Foley, A. 
Mblinelli, E. McCoulsky. J. K. Redmon and Louis 
Martino. 

Harry White, who is looking after the interests of 
the Ianirel track, has arranged for a special train 
from Toronto to Laurel at the conclusion of the 
Dufferin Park meeting. 

W. P. Austin will ship his horses from here to 
Sheopshoad Bay on Monday. They will go in the 
car with the Hildreth horses. 

Jockeys Loose and Foden were fined by the starter, 
while Burns was fined $50 and suspended for the re- 
mainder of the meeting by the judges for rough 
riding in tin* third race. Rounding the first turn 
he cut off Outlan. lienee tin* ruling. 

IMPORTANT STAKES THAT CLOSE TONIGHT. 

The last meeting of the important Kentucky au 
tiimn racing season is that which will be in progress 
at the Latonia track for twenty-four racing days 
from October 10 to November 11. inclusive. In its 
course some valuable stake races will lx- decided, 
entries to which close at midnight of this day. The 
names of the events and their conditions are pub- 
lished elsewhere in this issue of Daily Racing Form 
and they are earnestly commended to the considera- 
tion of all owners and trainers. 

At the same time the stakes proffered by the 
Louisville Racing Association will also close for 
entries. Like the Latonia events, they are all on 
the addl'd money system and bound to make rich 
returns to the winners. Their conditions are set 
forth elsewhere. All of these events deserve the 
most generous measure of patronage. 

MEXICO CITY TO HAVE MEETING. 

Louisville. Ky.. Soptemlier 1. — W. <1. Yanke lias 
returned from his trip to Mexico City. He says 
racing will l*egin there Sunday. October 22, and con- 
tinue until Sunday, November 20. The meeting will 
cover seventeen racing days and will l>e carried on 
three or four days each week. including Sundays, 
Saturdays and all holidays. Fifty thousand dollars 
in gold will lx* hung up lor purses and stakes at this 
meeting, in addition to $12,500 in gold given by the 
Mexican government for the Derby for three-year-olds 
foaled and owned in Mexico. The conclusion of this 
meeting will give the horsemen abundance of time, 
ending as it does on November 26. to reach Juarez, 
where winter racing will begin on Thanksgiving Day, 
November 50.

Montreal, Quo., Septenilier 1. — When William 
Garth comes to Blue Bonnets with bis string of 
horses lie will once more have second call on Byrne. 
The lx»y’s contract employer, Capt. P. M. Walker, 
who is now taking a holiday at his home in Dux- 
bury. Mass., has written to his trainer. Fred Schelkc, 
instructing him to give Mr. Garth the call. The 
hoy lias lieen indisposed for the past few days, but 
is now all right again ami will ho in good form to 
ride at Blue Bonnets. Many of the trainers here 
have tried to engage Byrne for mounts on opening 
day. but the only successful one so far is Andrew 
Shearer, who will have the boy to ride St. Laurent 
in the King's Plate. 

There are many visitors at the track each morning 
to watch the horses go through their daily work. 
This is the first time since Ihe inception of the 
Montreal Jockey Club that any preparatory work 
has been done by outsiders at the course and it has 
proven a great attraction. There arc sonic g*xxl 
steeplechasers here at present and their work in 
schooling through the field has inspired a great d<*al 
of enthusiasm. There are a number of locally 
owned jumpers that are getting rather stiff prepa- 
rations and all have taken to it well enough. 

The opening of Blue Bonnets on Saturday. Septem- 
ber 9, will see the rejuvenation of several horses 
that have been on the ailing list. Lovetie is prob- 
ably the best of i he lot and is rapidly rounding to 
himself. Jack Atkin is another, while Dr. Barkley 
will be in the same "romp back” class. 

Word was r**ceived at the office from Joseph J. 
Burke, who will serve as presiding judge and lian- 
dicapper, that he will arrive here September 7. 
This will give him several days to assign weights for 
the handicaps to l»e run during Ihe meeting. The 
first weights due are those for the Earl Grey Cup. 
These are due next Monday and will lie published 
at the Windsor race track on that date. 

Some goal trials have been made by the horses 
now stabled at t ho course. Tin* Seagram horses, 
which were the most recent of the arrivals, have 
started in to work. Crnche d’Or. which will start 
in the Derby Cup. over a distance of oue and three- 
quarter miles, has been mated with Ilavor and is in 
foal to him. This mare has shown some good 
trials.
